REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-34 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 
1,3,4, 6, 7, 1 6, 20, and 27 of the present application teach similar subject matter 
as the prior art of Komiya (US 7,280,237) and Ito et al. (US 2003/0076523). 
However claims 1 , 3, 4, 6, 7, 16, 20, and 27 are allowed for the reason's pointed 
out by the applicant's remarks filed on 21 August 2008 (page 15, 4th paragraph - 
page 16, last paragraph). Specifically, the prior art fails to teach 'enabling a 
second printer to output an image that is identical with that output by a first 
printer, different from the second printer, by obtaining a parameter 
including a target profile (TP) of the first printer of a print system, and a 
device profile (DP) of the second, different printer of a user system, and 
generating a device link profile (DLP) based on the target profile (TP) and 
device profile (DP)". 

3. Claims 2, 5, 8-1 5, 1 7-1 9, 21 -26, and 28-34 are allowed for being 
dependent on an allowable base claim.
